Venerable Fathers, Brother Ministers and Delegates: 

It is for the thirty-third time that our German Ev. Luth. Synod 
of Nebraska meets for its regular Annual Convention.

Let us thank the Lord 
that we stand upon this Foundation and pray that he would keep us 
in his word and in the truth. And even though the world be destroyed 
we fear not.

Rev. Vordemann having commenced his pastorate at Campbell, 
Neb., in Oct. 1921, was installed by the missionary superintendent 
Dec. 18, 1921. 

Rev. George Gersib was installed at Emerald, Neb., by Rev. F. 
Rabe, Dec. 26 1921. 

Rev. G. O. Juettner took charge of the Rocky Ford parish in 
Dec., 1921. He was installed by the president of the synod, July 23, 
1922. 

Rev. E. Pett was installed at Spencer, So. Dak., Nov. 14, 1921 by 
Rev G. Bessler. 

Rev. Martin Schroeder was installed as pastor of St. Paul's Con- 
gregation near Leigh, Sunday after Easter by Rev. R. Neumaerker, 
D. D. 

Rev. G. J. Diekhoff, pastor of the Doniphan parish, accepted a 
call from $t. Paul's church at Princeton, Neb.; Rev. R. Wellhausen, 
D. D. had charge of the installation services, held May 28, 1922. 

Rev. W. Lobsien, pastor at Lynn, Kansas, resigned June 18, 1922. 

Rev. E. Ahrens closed his work at Kearney, July 25 to enter his 
new field in Chicago. 

Rev. W. Scheding, having resigned at Glasco, Kans., took 
charge of onr church at Kearney, Neb., in connection with his duties 
as chairman of Russian Relief work. An urgent call, however, from 
the National Lutheran Council caused him to relinquish his work at 
Kearney in order to go to Russia in the interest of Relief Work. He 
expects to be back in the early part of the New Year. 

Rev, O. Bergfelder resigned at Diller, Neb., and accepted a call 
from a congregation in Texas. 

Ordination. 

In the forepart of May, the Examining Committee informed me 
that Karl Steffans and Herman Goede had finished their course at 
the Martin Luther Seminary. Having passed a very creditable 
examination, the committee recommended the ordination of these 
two candidates. Kart Steffans however asked for the privilege of 
taking not graduate work st Mt. Airy Seminary for one year. The 
rocndat was granted by the Seminary board. 

Herman Goede was ordained in the church near GClenvil, of 
which his father is pastor, Sept. 10, 1922. The ordination sermon 
was delivered by Dr. Wupper. director of the Seminary. The act of 
ordination was performed by Rev. C. Goede, assisted by Dr. Wupper, 
Rev. Hopp. Rev. Wiencke, and Rev. Ludwig. a: 

Cornerstone Laying, Dedication, Improvements. 
FF: Immanuel Luth. Church at Lodge Pole, Neb. belonging to the 
eyerts parish, J. Goemmel pastor, laid the cornerstone for a new 
church the fore part ot April. The church was dedicated on the 
= Sunday in August. - Rev. G. H. Michelmann, president of the 
ynod, preached the dedicatory sermon. At the evening services, 
Rev. Theodore Kahse, synodical misslonary of our sister synod, de- 
Uvered an English sermon. It is worthy of mentioning that the 
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money needed for the construction of this nice little church ($3,000) 
was contributed by three of its members. 

St. John's Congregation at Ohiowa moved their church and par- 
sonage to town, on grounds previously purchased. The church was 
renovated and the parsonage made modern. A garage and cement 
sidewalks were included in the improvements, amounting to $2,000. 

The Ladies Aid of Christus church, Cedar Creek, Neb., H. 0. 
Rohde, pastor, gave $750 for the improvement of the church tower. 
An altar painting, costing $60.00 was purchased by the choir. 

First Lutheran church, Syvracuse, Neb., D. F. Didlaukies, pastor, 
made improvements on their church and parsonage to the amount 
of $1,000; Mr. Fritz Antweiler, a member of the congregation, who 
had charge of the painting and decorating, contributed $300, the 
amount of his labor. 

Anniversaries. 

Rev. H. Siekman observes the sixtieth anniversary of his ordi- 
nation this year. The twenty-fifth anniversary of their labors in the 
Lord's vineyard as pastors' will be observed by Rev. R. Kuehne, 
Rev. P. Rowoldt, Rev. J. Kupper and Rev. G. H. Michelmann. 

Deaths. 


The widow of our departed brother, J. G. F. Diekhoff and mother 


of our young brother, Rev. G. J. Diekhoff, was called to her eternal 
reward, May 1, 1922. 


Rev. R. Moehring mourns the * of his mother, who was 
called home August 6, 1922. 

We will also remember in connection with our sainted dead— 
the departure from this life, of a brother, who although not a mem- 
ber of our synod, was well known through his literary work and as 
editor of the Zion's Bote, namely our esteemed brother, Rev. Wm. 
Rosenstengel, D. D. As it was impossible for me to be at the funeral, 
I requested Dr. Neumann, president of the Wartburg Synod to voice 
the tribute of our synod at the services, in recognition of the valuable 
services Dr. Rosenstengel rendered in the interest of our synod and 
the upbuilding of God's Kingdom. 

Recommendations. 

1. Being that the special resolutions of Synod, passed since 
1905, have not been compiled under seperate cover, a special com- 
mittee should be appointed, with the historical secretary as chair- 
man, to gather all the important resolutions of the past seventeen 
years and arrange them in convenient order, and to make such 
changes as conditions may warrant. The committee shall have 
these resolutions printed and mail copies to each pastor and also to 
the church councils of our congregations. 

2. I wish to reiterate my recommendation of last year in regard 
to establishing a central fund for Benevolence money. 

3. That the name of our synod be changed. Perhaps the name, 
Midwest Synod of the U. L. C. in America, would be appropriate. 

4. That special offering envelopes be printed for our institutions, 
similar to those formerly sent out by the Boards of the General 
Synod, to the Sunday schools. 

I would recommend that offering envelopes be printed for Ta- 
bitha Home, synodical Home Missions, and the Martin Luther Semi- 
nary, and would suggest as special offering days: Children's Day or 
Christmas for Tabitha Home, Reformation Festival for Martin Lu- 
ther Seminary, Pentecost for synodical Home Missions. 
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Miscellaneous Matters. 


Bethlehem Congregation in Colfax County, having been reduced 
to only four members, decided to dissolve its organization and sell 
the church, the proceeds to be used for the building of a fence around 
the cemetery. The church furniture __ altar service will be given 
to some needy congregation. 

Rev. A. Lentz and his good neople, whose guests we are at this 
time, sent me an official invitation October 19, 1921, asking the Sy- 
nod to meet for its annual convention at Lanham, Kansas this year. 
The congregation deserves special recognition from the Synod for 
this kind invitation. 

The remaining members off the church at Greenleaf, Kans., sent 
me the charter of their church grounds and cemetery with a petition 
that the synod take over these premises. They also give to our dis- 
posal, $100, and ask that the interest from this money be used for 
the upkeep of the cemetery. The legal papers have been sent to the 
Trustees of the Synod. 

With the consent of the synodical Home Mission committee, 1 
visited the following Home Mission congregations this summer: 
Rocky Ford, Sugar City, and Kendrick, Colo., Lodge Pole and 
Weyerts, Nebraska. 

The synodical Home Mission committee petitioned the pastors 
of the synod in behalf of the congregation at Rocky Ford, Colo., for 
a special gift to help pay for an addition built to the parsonage. 

In respect to the consolidation of our two German church papers, 
Der Deutsche Lutheraner, formerly the German church paper of the 
General Council, and our Zion's Bote, I am pleased to inform the 
synod that beginning with October, the new weekly paper, known 
as Der Lutherische Herold; will be issued. Rev. E. Artlepp, D. D. of 
Greenville, Ohio has been chosen as editor. 

Dear Brethren, another year full of labor has come to a close. As 
I thank my God, I also wish to thank you, my Brethren, who have 
stood by me so faithfully in the work of the past year. And if per- 
haps mistakes have been made, I ask you to forbear with me. 

The work of the president has increased to such an extent and 
requires 80 much time, that he finds it almost impossible to also 
attend to his duties as pastor of a large congregation. 

I greatly appreciate the confidence the synod has given me in 
choosing me as its executive officer for seven consecutive terms. 

Duties to my congregation, however, urge me at this time to 
request the synod not to consider me as a candidate for re-election.

Venerable Fathers, Brother Ministers and Delegates: 


Another year of synodical work is past, and it is with pleasure 
that we have accepted the kind invitation of this congregation for the 
thirty-fourth annual convention to be held here.

She was buried at the 
side of her husband at Fremont, Neb. 


Suddenly and unexpectedly, Rev. Immanuel Duhrkop of Auburn, 
Neb., was called to his eternal reward from the midst of his labor 
on the 28th day of May, 1924. His earthly remains were laid to 


rest in the cemetery of St. John's church near Auburn of which he 
was pastor at the time of his death. 


Miscellaneous Matters. 


Rev. L. Geik, after many years of faithful service, resigned his 
pastorate at Auburn, Neb., to retire from the active ministry. He 
will make his future home at Sioux City, Iowa. 


The Texas Synod, having elected at its last annual convention 
a delegate to our synod, and desiring to co-operate with us in the 
work of Martin Luther Seminary in respect to preparing young 
men from their synod for the ministry, and the furtherance of a 
closer fellowship between our. synods being, without doubt, of 
mutual benefit, I therefore recommend the election of a delegate to 
the next convention of the Texas Synod.

A meeting of our Executive Board was held at Lincoln, Neb., 
September 3rd. 

Having herewith completed my work with the weariness and 
cares it involves and having been fully conscious of the great re-

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I have at all times endeavored to discharge the duties of this office 
to the best of my ability. I want to thank you, who have helped 
me in this effort, but above all I am thankful to God, who has been 
again 80 gracious to us in our labors through the past year.

Requests for dismissal by First Lutheran Church, Rockport, Mo., 

to the Kansas Synod, and by the Secretary of St. Paul's Church, 
South Hastings, Nebr., to the English Nebraska Synod, were not grant- 
ed, for reasons herewith given: When the pastorate of First Luther. 
an Church, Rockport, Mo., served by our Synod for more than 25 years 
became vacant, I complied with the request of this congregation, 
to fill the vacancy as early as possible, and recommended one of our 
pastors. After several months I was informed that the Missionary 
Superintendent of the Kansas Synod had been supplying this congre- 
gation and had caused them to apply for membership in the Kansas 
Synod, Procedure of this kind should be met with by a protest of 
our Synod. In respect to St. Paul's Church, South Hastings, Nebr., 
it must be said, that for years a spirit of arbitrariness and disorder 
has prevailed here. On account of disregard for an orderly govern- 
ment according to the constitution of the congregation, the Pastor 
was obliged to resort to the equity of the courts. The court decided, 
that the congregation must under all circumstances abide by its consti- 
tution and conform with the constitution and resolutions of Synod. 
Az the majority, however, refused to recognize the decision of the 
court, and all peaceable endeavor to persuade the congregation to 
settle their difficulties in a christian and orderly manner failed, it was 

necessary that the congregation, according to Art. XI. of the consti- 
tution of Synod, be placed under discipline. Under such conditions no 

honorable dismissal could be granted. A student of Western Theol. 

Seminary in Fremont, Nebr., ignoring the existing conditions, as 

above, undertook to supply them through the summer. A protest to 

the Dean of the Seminary and to the President of the English Nebras- 


ka Synod proved futile. Synod should take action, and come to some 
decision, on this matter.

The congregation decided to sever its connection with the church 
at Winside, Nebr., which for some years belonged to the Wayne parish. 
Winside will henceforth be supplied by a neighboring pastor. 


In connection with the sessions of the Southern Conference, Zion's 
Church near Emerald, Nebr., G. Gersib, Pastor, celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of their church-dedication and the 40th anniversary of its 
founding. The anniversary sermon was preached by Rev. R. Moehr- 
ing. Also this congregation has experienced many difficulties, but 
*the Lord shall build up Zion; He shall appear in His glory.” 


On June 10, 1926, St. John's Church of Russel, Kans., A. Ollen- 
dorf, Pastor, celebrated its 256th anniversary. Addresses were de- 
livered by the following Pastors: Harder, Wagner, Hopp, Krauleidis 
and Podzus.

Twelfth Annual Report of Martin Luther Seminary, by Rev. Goede, 
President of Board of Trustees. 


»The Lord is faithful. His faithfulness is great and His com- 
passion faileths not!” Again the past year has been a year of divine 
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blessing, for our institution. The Lord gave us the necessary means 
so that we suffered no want. To be sure, we were not without cares, 
our beloved Dean, Dr. Wupper, was stricken with serious illness; also 
his worthy wife was east upon the sick-bed, giving rise, frequently, 
to despair over her eventual recovery. 

Forced by illness, Dr. Wupper found it necessary to resign as 
dean of our institution; he will continue his services to the Seminary, 
however, in the capacity of professor. 


We request Synod for approval of procedures necessary to call 
to the deanship of our Seminary Rev. G. H. Michelmann and, in case 
of favorable action, for authority to issue the call immediately. 

Whereas the synodical resolution establishing St. John's Church 
in Lincoln, Nebr., the official Seminary church has for some years 
given rise to various dissonances, we recommend Synod to reconsider 
this resolution and substitute with a resolution giving the professors 
and students of the Seminary the privilege of affiliating with any 
one of our congregations in or nean Lincoln. 

One of our students, H. Hesse, passed his examination before the 
synodical examining committee. His petition forthe privilege of tak- 
ing a one year post-graduate course at Mt. Airy Seminary, was granted 
by the Board. 

The Seminary will open on October 3, with an enrollment of 12 
students. The report was adopted.

Rev. G. K. Wiencke. 
The quarterly reports show that we have 17 mission parishes 
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and 23 congregations. In this work there are enlisted 17 pastors, who 
supply these small congregations with the Word and the Sacraments, 
and, where circumstances permit, are working with good resulta. In 
my last report I gave a summary of the membership of these congre- 
gations, Sunday Schools and societies, as well as the number and 
property value of the churches and parsonages of our missionary con- 
gregations. | 

In the following IL. shall endeavor to give a compilation of the 
financial support these congregations received from the Board of 
Missions during the last 10 years. These figures have been taken 
from the minutes of the proceedings of the Missionary Committee:

At the request of your Home Mission Committee, I made a trip 
to Lamar, Colorado, last fall. St. Paul's congregation at this place 
had asked to be supplied by us, and received into our Synod. On 
special request of the congregation, a call was extended to Rev. Fr. 
Bahr, D. D., of Lena, III. Dr. Bahr took charge of the work at the 
beginning of last December, and, at the request of your President. 
was installed by me on the first Sunday in February. Owing to the 
extended vacancy, the congregation had lost many members But 
the last quarterly report of Dr, Bahr is very encouraging. The con- 
gregation now numbers 40 contributing families, 192 baptized and 94 
confirmed members, The Sunday School has an enrollment of 100, 
and 7 teachers. 

In May I accepted an invitation from Lutheran families in Bur- 
lington, Colo., and in June organized St. Paul's congregation. In 
this work I was assisted by Rev. Carl H. Goede, who is now the 
Pastor of this congregation, with a charter membership of 26. 


In the course of the synodical year I made 25 tours over the field, 
conducted 17 services and presided at 6 congregational meetings. Col- 


lections amounted to $119.65. Traveling erpenses, $116.10, leaving a 
balance of $3.56. 

In respeet to my work as financial secretary of the Martin Luther 
Seminary Endowment Fund, you find my report appended to the re- 
port of the Seminary Board. , 

I close my report, earnestly entreating the brethren and congre- 
gation to remember the work of our Home Missions in their prayers 
and with their gifts, in order that these needy congregations may be 
well supplied and our Mission Pastors joyfully continue their blessed 
work. Unto the Lord be praise and thanksgiving for His gracious 
help in the 10 years of my services as (Missionary Superintendent. 
With Jacob of old I acknowledge that I am unworthy of the least 
of all the mercies and of all the truth which thou hast showed unto 
thy servant.”

As for several years already the matter of organiz- 
ing a Lutheran congregation in this new part of the city had been 
considered for the reason that a number of Lutheran families living 
in this section were without a church-home and had declared their 
willingness to affiliate with a church, if organized, this opportunity of 
obtaining a church-home and organizing a new congregation was sub- 
mitted to the Synodical Home Mission Committee and the Trustees 
of the Seminary. Both Boards recommended unanimously that the 
church be bought and a congregation organized, Thereupon a sales 
contract with the Presbyterian congregation was consumated, for the 
purchase of building and real estate, for the zum of $10,000.00, This 
amount shall be raised by private gifts from the churches at large. 
The congregation within the short time of its organization, numbers 
sixty members. It is considered a mission, and receives support from 
the Northwestern Mission Board. This Board has petitioned the Board 
of Church Extension to pay the interest on $5,000 of the indebtedness 
for the next several years. We have reason to hope that this congre- 
gation will become self-sustaining.

Report of Tabitha Home. 


By Rev. J. A. Bahnsen, Vice-President of the Board of Trustees. 

Dear Brethren: God, the Father of the fatherless and Helper of 
the helpless, has been very gracious to Tabitha Home in the past year. 
The institution was able to care for as many children and aged folks 
as room would permit. The orphanage department numbered 57 child- 
ren, 32 boys and 25 girls. As soon as it became known that the new 
0 nage building Nazareth was completed, many more applications 
came in than could be considered. Today 65 children are being cared 
for in the new home. We are happy to report that during the twenty 
years Tabitha is an institution of our church, not a single death has 
occured among the children. 


In the aged department 45 aged and helpless were cared for in the 
past year. Eight new applicants were received and nine passed to 
their eternal reward. These bare figures, however, do not tell of the 
work and care that the people of this department require, and which 
was generously given, Tabitha is now looked upon as a model insti- 
tution by all who are experienced in work of this kind. 


The most noteworthy improvement of last year is the new orphan- 
age, named Nazareth, which was dedicated free of debt last May. This 
is a fine new building, well arranged to serve its purpose. The rooms 
of this building were furnished by congregations, societies and indi- 
vidual friends. The building will accommodate 75 children. 


Other improvements are: new dining room, new electric wiring 
throughout the main building, new boiler for the boiler room and 
new brick facing for the main building. The net worth of the insti- 
tution is $142,782.00. + 


The new needs are: a chapel and a dining room for the aged. 
With praises and thanksgiving to God and grateful appreciation

The work of the Women's Missionary Society also includes young 
women's work. It is an independent branch of the Society. 


Up to date we have 17 affiliated societies and 3 contributing so- 


cieties. The additions in the past year were 2 gocieties, both young 
women's societies. 


Our synodical society has completed the ninth year of its existence. 
The growth was slow, from 3 to 17 societies. But we are happy over 
the results. Our hope is that at the 10th anniversary of our Society 
next year many more of the Ladies“ Societies of our churches will have 
become affiliated with our work. Our purpose is not to take from the 
eongregations but to serve and give to the church.

Since about all other District Synods of the U. L. C. convene in 

the spring of the year, I advise the Synod to consider a change of time 

(from fall to spring) for our future conventions. 

| There will be a recommendation before the convention of the U. 
J. C. at Erie Pa. according to which one Pastor and one Lay-delegatc 

shall be elected per 2500 communicants. I recommend, that Synod 

instruct our delegates concerning their action in this matter. 

Rev. Dr. G. Michelmann was forced, on account of sickness, to re. 
sign as President of Martin Luther Seminary. Rev. J. Huebner S. T. 
M., acts temporarily in this capacity. I recommend, that Rev. J. 
Huebner be elected delegate to the convention of the U. L. C. in Dr. G. 
Michelmann's place, since it is absolutely necessary that the Martin 
Luther Seminary be represented at said convention. 

Since lately very few congregations are willing to invite the Synod 
for its convention, and since attendance at Synod incurs quite an ex- 
=_ for board and room, I recommend, that the opening service of 
_—_ be held Wednesday evening instead of Wednesday morning here- 

ter.

HOME MISSIONS 
Thirteenth Annual Report of the Missjonary Superintendent 
Rev. G. K. WIENCKE 


Survey of Missions: 

In the course of the synodical year 16 mission parishes with 21 
congregations were served by 14 pastors and supplied by 2 students. 
Quarterly reports show: Baptized membership, 2,281; communicants, 
1,389; enrollment in S. S., 797. Value of church property, $144,580.00; 
indebtedness, $24,175. Current expenses, $14,179.33; debts paid off, 
$1,000.00; interest paid, $550.50; benevolence raised, $3,404.69. 

Total Disbursement, $19,133.52. 

Vacancies:— 

We had vacancies in 9 mission congregations, some of them were 
vacant for an unusually long period. 

St. Paul's, So. Hastings, Nebraska, became vacant May, 1927 and 
was served by Cand. A. Schneck, graduate of Martin Luther Sem- 
inary, Lincoln, Nebraska. 

Christ's, Salem, So. Dakota, vacant since November 1927, received 
no mission aid this year. 

Zoar's, Havelock, Nebraska, severed connection with Martin Luther 
congregation last December. In June, congregation called Rev. Wm. 
Nitzschke as its pastor. Congregation received 8400 mission aid in 
1927 and accepted none for 1928. 

St. Paul's First English eee — — r

mittee that the congregation should withdraw its mem 


our synod and join the Rocky Mountain Synod because all services in 
this congregation are conducted in the English language. Until April 
the mission received $600 aid annually. 


St. Paul's, Rocky Ford and St. Paul's, La Junta, Colorado, vacant 
since May. Both congregations could not agree with each other in 
the calling of a new pastor. We have 3 missions in that neighborhood, 
Rocky Ford, La Junta, Lamar, located on the same railroad. All 3 
congregations total a membership of only 46 families. It is advisable 
to affiliate these congregations for the present time and support such 
a mission parish with $600 annually, saving hereby $400 mission aid 
per annum. 


Martin Luther's, Lincoln, Nebraska, the congregation became 
vacant for one month in May. Rev. J. Huebner was called and took 
up his duties as pdstor in June. Condition of congregation, according 
report of Jan. 1, 1927 the mission had 50 communicants, with 16 con- 
tributing members, report of July 1, 1928 shows 30 communicants with 
15 contributing members and a deficit in the treasury amounting to 
$235.00. Though numerous pastoral calls had been made during the 
last two years, the membership did not increase. Congregation re- 
ceived $400 aid in 1927 and $600 this year. At the end of September 
1928 mission aid will be withdrawn. It is desirable that the congrega- 
tion should be supplied through Martin Luther Seminary until its mem- 
bership increases. 

St. John's and Immanuel's} Lodge Pole, Nebraska vacant since 
May. This congregation could not come to an agreement in calling a 
pastor. Cand. F. Freytag, graduate from Chicago Semiary, supplied 
this parish during July and August when he accepted a call from 
Campbell Hill, III. 


BUDGET: — 


The Board of American Missions allowed for the Mission work of 
our synod a budget amounting to $7,000.00 for the year 1928, and the 
Church Extension Division paid interest on indebtedness of church 
building as follows: Ellis, Kansas, Christ's Church, $300, Lincoln, 
Nebraska, St. John's Church, $110, Martin Luther Church, $300, Nor- 
folk, Nebraska, St. John's Church, $240; Hoisington Kansas, Imman- 
uel's Church, $70; total 1,020.00. St. Paul's Church, Burlington, Colo., 
received a loan amounting to $500.00. 


In the course of the synodical year I made 38 mission trips and 
presided at 12 congregational meetings. Supply work in five vacant 
mission congregations and my duties as financial secretary of Martin 
Luther Semiary occupied part of my time. 

Recognition from the church at large is due our missionaries for 
the faithfulness shown in their self-denying work at difficult mission 
3 posts. To the Lord be honor and praise! Let us all pray for each 
3 other, give more freely, and take for our encouragement His promise: 

My grace is sufficient for thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness. Most gladly therefore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities that the power of Christ may rest upon me.”

RICHARD WILHELM NEUMAERKER 


Was born Nov. 6, 1844 as a son of Rev W. R Neumaerker at 
Sprottau, Saxe Weimar, Germany. When 9 years old his father 
was transferred to Blamkenhain Thuringia, where the departed re- 
ceived his earlier training, tutored by his father. Later, he attended 
the Gymnasium or -College at Weimar, where he graduated with high- 
est honors. in 1865. He studied theology at the universities of Jena 
and Halle, where he passed his examination as candidate of theology 
in 1868. From that time until 1870 he served as assistant professor 
at the Gymnasium at Meiningen, Thuringia, where he was also tutor 
of Prince Karl of Hessen- Philippsthal. He also was tutor of Prince 
Henry of the Netherlands, during his stay in Meiningen.

the only Protestant Church in Luxemburg and from 1881 to 1884 he 
was Pastor of the Church at Mahla, Saxe Weimar. 

In 1884 in the spring Rev. Neumaerker was called to the pastor- 
theran Church of Barada in Richardson Co. Nebr.

March the 30th, Rev. Dr. R. Neumaerker suffered a stroke of 
Apoplexy which caused him to depart this life peacefully at 12:20 a. m. 
Saturday, March the 31, 1928 at the age of 83 years, 4 months and 
25 days. 


During the last few years the departed had made his home with 
his daughter and son in law, Mr. and Mrs. A. C. Flatow, who together 
with one son, Dr. W. R. Neumaerker of Columbus, Nebraska, faith- 
fully cared for their aged father in his declining years.

SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MARTIN 
LUTHER SEMINARY. 


The semester work of 1928-1929 at Martin Luther Seminary, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, was opened on September 25th, 1928, with a well 
attended service at the Martin Luther Church. Prof. J. Huebner, 8. 
T. M., and Prof. O. Heick, M. A., were installed into their offices at 
this occasion. President F. C. Schuldt of Hastings, Nebraska, and 
Prof. J. Huebner and Prof. O. Heick delivered addresses. After the 
service a social hour was enjoyed in the seminary parlors. The newly 
elected assistant teachers— Rev. F. Rabe, Dr. M. Koolen and Dr. K. 8. 
J. Hohlen, M. D., were installed. 


A gift of $500, a bequest of our late brother, Rev. J. Hansen, was 
gratefully received. 


Fourteen sudents attended Martin Luther Seminary from 1928 
to 1929. Prof. Dr. Alexis resigned as assistant teacher after a long 
and faithful service. One of our most promising students, Fritz 
Koolen, son of Dr. and Mrs. M. Koolen, entered life eternal on April 
11, 1929, after a long illness. His death cast a dark shadow over 
our student body and faculty. 


The final examinations gave evidence of faithful work by stu- 
dents and faculty. Dr. G. Keller Rubrecht, Pastor of Grace Lutheran 
Church of Lincoln, Nebraska, a member of the Board of American 
Missions, was elected to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Alexis. 

Prof. J. Huebner, S. T M., who acted as President pro tempore 
during the last year, has been elected to this office permanently. 


The receipts for Martin Luther Seminary equalled the disburse- 
ments, thanks to the loyal support of synod. A mortgage of $2,000 
could be redeemed through a legacy from the estate of Mrs. Marie 
Mick of Schuyler, Nebraska. 
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Martin Luther Seminary has indeed experienced God's grace and 
mercy. Bless the Lord, Oh my soul.“ We thank the members of 
synod for their loyal support of this important branch of our work, 
and ask for the same in the future.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR LUTHERAN 
STUDENT WORK 


There is no place where the need for missionary effort rests more 
heavily on the church than in the large state educational centers. The 
Lutheran Church has realized this, and is trying to meet the need at 
the University of Nebraska. Of the 470 Lutheran students enrolled, 
135 are Missouri Synod and other synodical conference branches; 
they are taken care of by the Missouri Synod University Pastor. Of 
the remaining 335, about 25 are German Nebraska Synod. The Com- 
mittee for Lutheran Student Work attempts to take care of these 
students. It is a co-operative body representing the Nebraska and 
German Nebraska Synods of the U. L. C., the Augustana Synod, and 
the United Danish Church. Its aim is to keep the young people of 
the church loyal to the church, 


For this purpose the committee employs a student secretary on 
the basis of a graduate fellowship. He counsels and helps to direct 
the activities of the Lutheran Club. He tries to form direct persona! 
contact with the students and presents the claims of the church; this 
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year he has seen over half, about 180. He attends the services in 
the four representative churches, speaking before the leagues, and 
sometimes supplying when the pastor is not in town. And, further- 
more, he acts as a representatives for the Lutheran Church in general 
church work on the campus. 1 

The support of the work this year has been as follows: The Board Do 
of Education, $400; Nebraska Conference of the Augustana Synod, 
$200; German Nebraska Synod, $130; a total of $730. The United 
Danish Church formerly contributed $100, and will likely do 80 
again next year. 

The facilities for the work are very poor. The committee is, 
therefore, urgently desirous of putting the work on a more effective 
basis by having better quarters. 

The committee believes that this is important work, which is 
worthy of the prayerful concern and enlarged support of the church.

OBITUARY. 


Rev. George Gersib 


On July 19th, 1929, we all were saddened by a message from Lips- 
comb, Texas, stating that Rev. G. Gersib had departed this life. 


The end came after a short illness at the hopsital at Shattuck, 
Oklahoma. A man in the prime of life, he was called out of blessed 
work, out of a new charge. Indeed, the Lord's ways are unsearchable. 
And yet His thoughts are higher than our thoughts. 


Rev. George Gersib was born December 19th, 1881, at Wartenburg, 
Selesia, Germany, in 1902. He graduated from the Agricultural High 
School at Samster. Shortly afterwards he departed and took up the 
studies of theology, both at the Johanneum at Barmen and at the 
university at Bonn, Germany. 


Rev. G. Gersib emigrated to America in 1910, taking up work as 
candidate of theology in the Lutheran Congregation at Auburn, Ne- 
braska. Being ordained for the holy ministry on September 29th, 
1912, at Wisner, Nebraska, he served the following congregations: Au- 
burn, Riverdale, Falls City, Nebraska, and Rock Ford, Colorado; Em- 
erald, Nebraska, and since Deecmber, 1928, Lipscomb, Texas. 


On April 16th, 1913, Rev. G. Gersib was married to Miss Maria 
Baade. Three children—George, Anna and Arthur—were born to 
this union. 


Rev. Gersib had been suffering from kidney trouble for several 
months. An operation at Shattuck, Oklahoma, brought no relief. 


On July 18th he entered into life eternal, at an age of 47 years, 
5 months and 27 days, deeply mourned by his faithful wife, his chil-

Synod of Nebraska opened on Wednesday Evening, May 21st, 1930. 
at 8:00 o'clock, in Salem Evangelical Lutheran Church, Fontanelle, 
Nebraska, the Rev. W. Goede, Pastor. 


The Liturgical Service was conducted by the Rev. H. A. Teck- 
haus, S. T. M., Secretary of Synod. 


The Sermon was preached by the Rev. F. C. Schuldt, President 
of Synod. The text was Matth. 14, 19. 


Synod was formally opened by the president. 


First Session 


Thursday, May 22nd, 9:00 A. M. 
The Matin Service was conducted by the Rev. F. Restau. 


The session was formally opened by the president. The clerical 
roll call was called. Additions and corrections were made. Sixty-one 
pastors answered to their names.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Fathers and Brethren: 


How swiftly the wings of time carry us through this life! We 
have again passed the threshold of another synodical year. How- 
ever, in every year we have experiences of lasting impression. Some 
years are like milestones in the history of this world, for in them 
great things have been wrought which are of everlasting merit. To 
the Lutheran Church the impcrtance of the year of 1530 cannot be 
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overestimated. It gave to us a true expression and adequate ex- 
planation of the Biblical faith of our Church, the Augsburg Con- 
fession, which at the demand of the emperor was presented and read 
on the 25th day of June, 1530, at the Diet of Augsburg. Now, we 
observe the Quadricentennial of the Augsburg Confession. When we 
abide by the teachings of the Confessio Augustana Invariata as the 
true expression of our own individual faith, God will bless us and He 
will through us bless others.

Moehring, Pastor, 
added a few rooms to the parsonage and installed a furnace. The 


ladies of the congregation paid about $1,300.00 for these improve- 


ment; the men of the congregation did the work. 


Frieden's Congregation, Papillion, Nebraska, the Rev. V. Pietz- 
ko, Pastor, renovated its house of worship. Improvements were made 
at the cost of $2,500.00. 


St. John's Congregation, Ohiowa, Nebraska, the Rev. J. A. Bahn- 
sen, Pastor, observed the fiftieth anniversary of its organization. 
At the services for this occasion, the pastor was assisted by the 
Rev. C. Goede, sen., and the Rev. O. W. Heick, A. M. A special 
dedicatory service was held when the pastor placed upon the altar a 
crucifix with which the congregation was presented. Improvements 
to the church and the parsonage were made at the cost of $1,000.00. 


St. Paul's Congregation, Glenvil, Nebraska, the Rev. C. Goede, 
sen., Pastor, built an addition to the church for the use of the 
Ladies' Aid Society and the Sunday School. Improvements were 
made at the cost of $900.00 to which the Ladies' Aid Society contrib- 
uted $250.00. 


The parsonage of St. Paul's Congregation, Hastings-South, Ne- 
braska, the Rev. Paul Waldschmidt, Pastor, was almost entirely 
destroyed by fire on February 24, 1930. Also, the pastor sustained 
great loss. The members of the congregation ought to be commend- 
ed for their concern about the welfare of the pastor's family at the 
time when the parsonage was being rebuilt. The rebuilt parsonage 
was dedicated to its use on March 23, 1930. The president of synod .

The Secretary was instructed to cast the unanimous ballot of 
Synod also for the Rev. Wm, Harder as Vice President of Synod. 
This was done. The Rev. Wm. Harder accepted his election. 

The tellers reported the election of the Rev. Rudolph Moehring 
as Secretary of Synod. 

On motion Synod determined the time of the sessions: 9:00-11:30 
A. M.; 2:00-5:00 P. M. 

The Committee on Press was appointed by the President. 


A report of the Executive Committee was deferred to the sec- 
ond session. 


The President was authorized to appoint a Committee on Kossick 
Donation. 


Synod adjourned with prayer. 


Second Session 


Thursday, May 22, 1930, 2:00 P. M. 
Session was opened with prayer. 
The minutes of the first session were read and approved. 


Committees were appointed by the President (see Directory under 


Appointive Commitees). 
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Mr. A. Harthing of Fontanelle, Nebraska, was received as a vot- 
ing member of Synod. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS CONTINUED 


The tellers reported the Rev. F. W. Nolte elected Treasurer of 
Synod, and the Rev. P. Waldschmidt, Statistical Secretary. The elec- 
tion was accepted. 


Other Lay-delegates were introduced and given the privilege of 
voting members of the convention. 


Mr. Hameloth of the Bloomfield Congregation was received as 
a guest of Synod. 


The Secretary presented a report of Miss Helen Harder, Mission- 
ary of Synod to Japan.

The Rev. M. Kossick, Albion, Nebraska, made a generous dona- 
tion to Synod. Synod accepted the donation gratefully, The ap- 
pointed committee on Kossick Donation was authorized to prepare 
the formal acceptance of the donation by the officers of Synod. 


The report of the committee on the proposed merger of the Ne- 
braska Synods was presented. 


REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON PROPOSED 
MERGER OF NEBRASKA SYNODS 


The committee, appointed by the President of Synod and in- 
structed to deliberate the advisability of a merger of the German 
and English Nebraska Synods, met at Martin Luther Seminary, Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, December 18, 1929. It was resolved to assemble in 
conference with a similar committee of the English Synod of Ne- 
braska. Since then both committees have met in three conferences. 
The Rev. Rubrecht acted as chairman of the conferences; the Rev. 
Wiegman as English Secretary, and the Rev. O. Hausmann as German 
Secretary. Your committee does not present any definite recom- 
mendation. However, we are of the opinion that conferences with 
these brethren elucidate and remove many misunderstandings. Any 
premature attempt of merging was discountenanced. The delibera- 
tions were conducted in the spirit of brotherly love. 


We recommend that Synod maintain a similar Committee. 
Respectfully submitted.

Synod adopted the report as read. 
Recommendations of the Executive Committee were presented. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


1—That the discussion on the proposed name of Synod be re- 
sumed at this convention with a purpose of definite action. 


2— That our congregations be advised to hold. possibly in June. 
special services in order to observe the Quadricentennial of the pre- 
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sentation of the Augsburg Confession at the Diet of Augsburg on 
June 25, 1530. 


3— That we observe the 100th anniversary of the first edition of 
The Lutheran,” formerly the Lutheran Observer,“ by seeking to 
win every home in our congregations for this paper and for the 
Lutherische Herold.“ 


4—That we raise our apportionment in full. 


On motion Synod adopted recommendations 2, 3, 4. The first 
recommendation was referred for consideratjon to the Committee on 
Resolutions. 


The Rev. E. Walter, D. D., extended to all pastors and congre- 
gations the cordial invitation to observe Children's Day at Tabitha 
Heme on June 1. 


The Rev. M. Schroeder, A. M., presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Synodical Messenger. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SYNODICAL MESSENGER 


As directed by Synod, the committee did not delay the publication 
of the paper. A consideration of the bids, which were made at our 
request by several printing companies, induced us to entrust Mr. 
Charles Kuhle, Leigh, Nebraska, with the printing of the paper. 
Low price, workmanship and his interest in the paper were the de- 
termining factors in our decision. 


The first edition of the paper was issued in August, 1929. Con- 
tributions, we are sorry to say, were scarcely made. However, the 
first edition already evoked a well deserved and almost general ap- 
preciation among the members of Synod, The Rev. M. Koolen, D. D., 
has gladly answered our requests for literary contributions. The fol- 
lowing pastors deserve honorary mention for their co-operation in the 
soliciting of subscriptions: Rev. W. Goede, Rev. Moeller, Rev. Teck- 
haus, S. T. M., Rev. C. Koenig, Rev. Ch. Rautenstrauss, Rev. Schuldt, 
Rev. Schrader, Rev. Welchert, Rev. Wendt and Rev. Lentz. 


The financial condition of the paper is satisfactory. The first 
number of the paper was printed in 1,000 copies and had only 650 
subscribers. Now the paper is sent to 1,850 subscribers. With this 
co-operation of the pastors the paper will soon reach the limit of 
its circulation. 


Financial support is promised by the synodical Luther League 
and the Women's Missionary Society. The Luther League pledged 
the amount of $30.00. The total of our receipts was $570.00. Dis- 
bursements were made to the amount of $735.96. 


The quality of the printer's work is especially pleasing to the 
eye and was commended by the Rev. Dr. Knubel, the President of the 
United Lutheran Church. 


We recommend: 


1— That pastors be urged to send us news from their congrega- 
tions for publication monthly. 


2—That pastors be requested to make brief literary contributions 
to the editorial part of the paper. 
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3— That pastors endeavor to complete the list of subscribers in 
order to enhance the usefulness of the paper in our congregations. 


4—That we express to Mr. Kuhle, the printer of the Synodical 
CN, our appreciation of his energetic support and expert 
ce. 


5—That Synod preclude deficit by raising the apportionment for 
this paper from 10c to 20c per capita. _— : 


On motion, Synod adopted both report and recommendations as 
presented by the committee and expressed appreciation of their faith- 
ful work to the editors of the paper. 


After years of untiring devotion to our Synod the Rev. L. Hopp 
and the Rev. H. A. Teckhaus, S. T.M., resigned the offices with which 
they were entrusted. Synod rose in a body in recognition of their 
faithfulness. 


Synod adjourned with prayer. 


Third Session 
Friday, May 23, 9:00-11:30 A. M. 


The Matin Meditation was given by the Rev. Fr. Bahr, D. D., and 
the session was formally opened with prayer. 


The clerical roll was called and minutes of the last session 
were read. The minutes were approved. 


Reports were presented by the Directors of Martin Luther Sem- 
inary, by the Committee on Educational Campaign, and the Mission- 
ary Superintendent. 


Preceding these reports it was resolved that the Synodical Treas- 
urer return expenses to the editors of the Synodical Messenger. 


REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF MARTIN 
LUTHER SEMINARY 


A glance over the last year impels us to render thanks unto the 
Lord, our God, who provided us with more than the necessaries of 
life. He blessed us beyond prayer and comprehension. 


The schoalstic year opened September 17, 1929, with six pro- 
fessors and fifteen students. Since then the son of the Rev. O. 
Klatt was received as a student. The co-operation of the professors 
and their interest in the work of the students ought to be recorded 
with great pride. Three of the seniors will be admitted to the final 
examination next week and given work in our Synod. They are Mr. 
Heinrich Goede, Mr. Alfred Pannbecker and Mr. Richard Shipwright. 


Prominent men of the United Lutheran Church in America in- 
spected the zeminary and expressed admiration at the results ac- 
complished despite great difficulties. The Rev. F. H. Knubel, D. D., 
President of the U. L. C. in A.; the Rev. Dr. Wickey, the Rev. Dr. 
Melhorn, the Rev. Dr. Bauslin and the Rev. Dr. E. A. Tappert were 
guests of honor. 
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Praise accorded to us ought to humble us before the Lord whose 
zervants we are and to whom honor and praise is due now and for- 
evermore. We also thank the pastors and through them our con- 
gregations for their faithful increase of offerings made for this work. 
The annual offerings climbed from $2,000.00 to the amount of $6.- 
000.00 inclusive of Special gifts last year. 


Let us persevere in faithful co-operation in this work which is 
of. greatest importance for the development of our Synod. It means 
to prepare laborers for the task of building Zion's walls. 


Profound gratitude we owe to the late Mr. Henry Westerhaus, 
who bequeathed $1,500.00 to Martin Luther Seminary. The amount 
was received last September.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE CAMPAIGN 
FOR MARTIN LUTHER FUND 


Your committee is presenting to Synod a report of six meetings 
held on November 7 and December 10, 1929, on January 29, March 
11, March 31 and April 11 of this year. The last two meetings were 
held in conference with the Executive Committee of the English Ne- 
braska Synod. 


The Rev. F. C. Schuldt was elected Chairman, the Rev. C. Goede, , 


Sr., Secretary of the committee. 


It was agreed to issue the Martin Luther News Bulletin” dur- 
ing the time of the campaign. The bulletin is designed to broadcast 
information about the seminary beyond the territory of our Synod 
all over the United Lutheran Church. The Revs. Teckhaus, Huebner, 
Moehring, Duhrkop, Lentz and Hansen were appointed members of 
the Publicity Committee. 
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At the last two meetings, which were held in conference with 
the committee of the English Nebraska Synod, both committees sub- 
mitted recommendations for discussion. 


The Central Committee of the English Nebraska Synod recom- 
mended: 


a—That the English Nebraska Synod co-operate with the Ger- 
man Nebraska Synod in the proposed campaign for the collection 
of funds for educational institutions in this territory and that per- 
centage distribution be made of the money collected. 


b—That Midland College shall receive 90 per cent and Martin 
Luther Seminary 10 per cent of the sum total of funds collected on 
the territory of both Synods. 


c— That in consideration of this distribution the German Ne- 


braska Synod shall not contribute to the salary of the Campaign 
Director. 


d—That the German Nebraska Synod be requested to contribute 
to the campaign management 10 per cent of the expenses of the 
campaign on this territory. 


Ward, Wells and Dreshman ask for the Campaign Director a 
salary proportionate to the amount of money raised: $10,000 for 
$300,000, 813,000 for $400,000, $15,000 for $500,000. 


Your committee presented the following recommendations for dis- 
cussion: 


1—That a campaign be conducted in co-operation with the Eng- 
lish Nebraska Synod for the purpose of raising funds for Martin 
Luther Seminary and Midland College. 


2—That Martin Luther Seminary shall receive 25 per cent of 
the sum total raised and that expenses be taken from the entire 
amount of the funds raised. 


3— That our representative may speak of the purpose and aims 
of Martin Luther Seminary during the time of the campaign, also 


to the congregations of the English Nebraska Synod. 


4—That the Rev. M. Koolen, D. D., the representative of our 
Executive Committee, be instructed to insist upon the appointment 
of Dean Huebner as ex-officio member of the Central Campaign Com- 
mittee. 


After an extended and thorough discussion the combined com- 
mittees were agreed: 


1—That the first recommendation of your committee be adopted. 


2--- That Martin Luther Seminary be granted 20 per cent of the 
amount raised by this campaign, and that contributions of business 
firms and others in Fremont and Lincoln be neither regarded as part 
of the sum total raised by the campaign nor be distributed between 
the two institutions as by percentage agreed upon, but that such 
money collected in Fremont shall flow immediately into the treasury 
of Midland College, while those amounts of money which are collect- 
ed in Lincoln shall be taken by the treasurer of Martin Luther Sem- 
inary. (It was presumed that the English Nebraska Synod will con- 
tribute $150,000 to the fund; the German Nebraska Synod $50,000), 
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3—That the third recommendation be adopted with the proviso 
that the representative of Martin Luther Seminary shall be admitted 
into the congregations of the English Synod as directed by the cam- 
paign managed.” 


That recommendation 4 be regarded favorably with the 


reservation that the committee is not authorized to enter an agree- 
ment on matters that only Synod has the power to decide. 


Synod ia requested also to state its opinion as to the advisability 
of placing our campaign with Midland College under the direction of 
*one” campaign manager.

RESOLUTIONS REGARDING THE DRIVE FOR 
MARTIN LUTHER FUND 


Synod: adopted the report and resolved: 


1—That we co-operate with the English Nebraska Synod in a 
combined drive for the purpose of raising funds for both Martin 
Luther Seminary and Midland College. 


2— That Martin Luther Seminary receive 20 per cent of the sum 
total collected on the territory of both Synods and that all expenses 
be deducted from the sum total. Also, that contributions made by 
business firms and others in Lincoln or Fremont shall neither be re- 
garded part of the sum total raised through the campaign nor be 
divided be-ween the two institutions, but shall flow into the college 
treasury when collected in Fremont or be received by the Treasurer 
of Martin Luther Seminary when collected in Lincoln. 


3—That representatives of Martin Luther Seminary be admitted 
to congregations of the English Nebraska Synod as directed by the 
Campaign Director.”

REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL SUPERINTENDENT 
OF AMERICAN MISSIONS 


Dear Brethren in Christ: 


With praise and thanksgiving to the Lord of the Church the 
following missionary report is submitted. 


Through the grace of God, now for fifteen years, it has been 
my privilege to serve Synod in the office of Itinerant Missionary and 
Superintendent of Missions. In spite of many difficulties and dis- 
appointments this long period of service was blessed with success. 
To God be the glory, for He does not forsake His work. 


In the last Synodical Year I was principally engaged in the work 
of Traveling Missionary. At the wish of the "Synodical President I 
helped supply eight vacant congregations: Lipscomb, Texas; Shat- 


rann 


tuck, Oklahoma; Havelock. Nebraska; Madison, Nebraska; Hooper, 
Nebraska; Follett, Texas; Winside, Nebraska; Lodge Pole, Nebraska. 
Beaides this work many difficult problems in congregations were ad- 
justed as well as possible. 


Such work demands patience. In the course of the year 1 
made 41 journeys, held 38 divine services, 14 congregational meet- 
ings, 3 communions with 86 communicants, performed 1 wedding cere- 
mony, 7 baptisms, 1 funeral and 2 installations. Receipts in col- 
lections, $260.25; expenditures, $213.85; on hand in treasury, $46.40. 


Lipscomb, Texas. 'St. John's Congregation suffered a sad loas in 
July of the past year. Pastor George Gersib, after a short, severe 
illness, was called prematurely from his active and successful labors 
to the rest of the people of God. The congregation faithfully assisted 
the stricken Pastor and the bereaved family in these sad hours. 
May the Lord reward and comfort them! In August, St. John's Con- 
gregation resolved to receive no further missionary aid and became 
self-supporting. The congregation called Pastor P. Spehr in the 
fall of that year, who, at the request of the Synodical President, 
was installed by me in his office on the Sexagesimae Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 23. 


Pilger-Howells, Nebraska. The two St. Peter's Congregations 
were served, for six months, by Pastor Waldschmidt of Pender and 
have united into one parish. Pastor M. A. Jensen was called. He 
entered his office on August 1. Since August 1, 1930, the mission- 
parish received support from the Board of American Missions. 


Hoisington, Kansas. After serving the Immanuel Congregation 
five years, Pastor W. Krauleidis resigned to accept a call to Pender, 
Nebraska. The mission Hoisington was organized by me March 8, 
1924, with 12 charter members. Under the leadership of their first 
Pastor the congregation purchased lots and the church. The last 
payments were made in the beginning of the year 1929. The mem- 
bership has continued to increase and was in Tay © 198 baptized mem- 
bers, 118 communicants. Immanuel was for 5 years a mission con- 
gregation and became self supporting August 1, 1929. Pastor E. Pett 
was unanimously chosen in a congregational meeting. It was decided 
at this meeting that the pastor should be called without trial ser- 
mon. He entered his office in August, 1929. As reported, the con- 
gregation in Hoisington has made good progress and will soon pur- 
chase or build a parsonage. 


Havelock, Nebraska. In Advent I served the vacant Zoar con- 
gregution. The membership has decreased to such an extent” that 
for the present no pastor can be called. It was decided in the ann- 
ual meeting that the congregation should be served by Pastor 
Rabe, D. D., of St. John's, Lincoln, Nebraska. 


Shattuck, Oklahoma; Follett, Texas. This parish was vacant sinee 
July, 1929, and was served by me during March. Both congregations 
have called Pastor E. Spielmann. He will take up his work in June. 


Lodge Pole, Nebraska. On April 1, 1930, Pastor F. Loeffler re- 
signed as pastor of Immanuel's Congregation. During the summer 
months the congregation is to be served by Student C. Goldenstein 
of Martin Luther Seminary. 


Winside, Nebraska. In January of this year Trinity Comm 
tion became vacant. Upon the request of the Synodical President 
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I served this congregation in April and May. The congregation de- 
cided that Student W. Most of Martin Luther Seminary should supply 
them during the summer months. 


For the year 1930 the Board of American Missions appropriated 
$5,140.00 for mission work in our Synod; for the support of students 
of Martin Luther Seminary, $1,900.00; total budget, $7,040.00. In 
the year 1930 the following mission congregations need support: 
Campbell, Nebraska, Christ's; Creston, Nebraska, St. Peter's; Lincoln, 
Nebraska, St. John's; Norfolk, Nebraska, St. John's; Pierce, Ne- 
braska, Christ's; Pilger-Howells, Nebraska, St. Peter's; Sutton, Ne- 
braska, Zion's; Linn, Kansas, St. Paul's; Stillwater-Perry, Oklahoma, 
Frieden's and Zion's; Lamar, Colorado, St. Paul's; Rocky Ford-La 
Junta, Colorado, St. Paul's. 


Dear brethren, let me close my report with the request to the 
entire Church: Remember home missions in your prayers and by your 
gifts in order to encourage our mission pastors to perform their 
duties joyfully. I thank Synod for trust and confidence shown me for 
many years. In your prayers make mention of me and of my work. 
And let the beauty of the Lord God be upon us, and establish Thou 
_ work of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands establish

Appreciation of the painstaking studies of the author was 
cordially expressed. 


Dr. Martin, President of Midland College, was introduced and of- 
fered an opportunity of presenting the cause of Midland College. 
Synod promised energetic support of the cause. 


The session was formally closed.

The REV. RHODE read his PAPER on THE AUGUSTANA IN 
THE PULPIT.” The discussion of this instructive paper was led by 
the Rev. Fr. Rabe, D. D. However. lack of time made the curtailing 
of the discussion imperative. A vote of thanks was extended to the 
Rev. Rhode for his well prepared paper. 


The Rev. J. Huebner, S. T. M., reported on work among Lutheran 
Students. Synod resolved 


That $300.00 be contributed to the Committee on Work Among 
Lutheran University Students on the condition that a student pastor 
be called. Only $100.00 be contributed on the condition that a sec- 
retary be engaged.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF TABITHA HOME 


Again, Tabitha has experienced God's faithfulness during the last 
year. Tabitha has been privileged to be an instrument of God's 
mercy in the answering of prayers, the drying of tears and the re- 
lief of sufferings. We render thanks unto the Lord for His good- 
ness. Our statistics show how richly this year was blessed with 
works of charity. 


The number of the inmates of the home was 170—93 children and 
77 aged and helpless people. The average number of those cared 
for was 70 children and 60 aged and help!ess. On April 1 we counted 
70 children in Narazeth, 61 old and helpless people and also the 
deserving family of a pastor in the Tabitha Building. Thirteen deaths 
of the aged were recorded. No child has ever died in our institu- 
tion. This fact is mentioned as a token of our gratitude to the Lord. 


Tabitha Home received contributions this year to the amount 
of $52,400, including over $5,000 for the proposed building. Of the 
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$3,486 reported by the Treasurer, there were $1,600 designated for 
the new building. The building fund has reached the amount of 
$11,000.

its spreading could not have been prevented, and we would have to 

deplore the loss of lives. There are twenty-two helpless people in 
the main building who have to be carried out of it in case of fire. 


Do not forget, however, that we have also daily expenses. 


Some pastors and congregations show very little interest in Ta- 
bitha and have not contributed yet to the Bethesda Building Fund. 
We hope that an enthusiasm for the work of Tabitha will be kindled 
in the new Synodical year. 


We make grateful mention of gifts consisting of victuals. Thirty 
boxes of eggs, 1,708 jars of preserves and vegetables of all kinds, 
potatoes and other victuals; also clothing, bed sheets and other use- 
ful things were gifts which were very much appreciated. 


We welcomed the suggestion which came from the Northern Con- 
ference to designate a day as Tabitha Home Day. We hope that our 
congregations will gladly observe this day. However, a visit to 
Tabitha Home is the most successful means of stirring interest in 
our work.

It was recommended that the other part of the 
debt be paid by the Directors of Martin Luther Seminary. 

Report of Meeting, February 22, 1931: 

Protest of the executive committee in Columbus Congregation : 

We regret that our Sister Synod established a Mission at 
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Columbus, Nebr., despite the resolutions of an Adjudication Com- 
mittee consisting of members of both synods. We ask the Board of 
American Missions to refuse support to this opposition-congregation. 
Concerning Norfolk we remind the officers of our Sister-Synod of 
a mutual promise not to begin a Mission on a field, on which one 
of the two synods is working, unless the Boards of Missions of the 
two Synods reach an agreement. 

Synod adopted the report as also the following recommendations 
of the executive committee, viz:

Dear Brethren in Christ: 


We give God thanks for His gracious help, since he has blessed 
our feeble efforts for yet another year. As we have learned by ex- 
perience in the work of the Kingdom of God that progress is slow 
amid many difficulties, this has been also the case with the mission 
pastors and their superintendent in their entrusted fields of labor. 
May our work bring fruit for time and eternity! There were en- 

to me by the president of Synod for temporary supply and 
supervision: Lodge Pole, Winside, Snyder-Howells, Pleasant Valley- 
Schuyler, Doniphan, Havelock, Nebr. This work had to be done by 
me with the help of students of Martin Luther Seminary, in order 
to keep these congregations, part of them quite small, in our Synod. 
In on congregations of Blue Hill, Princeton, Madison I served as 
supply. 

My year's work accordingly was: 43 divine services, 5 com- 
munions with 155 communicants, 2 confirmations with a class of 2 
in Lodge Pole and 7 in Havelock, mission festivals 3, congregational 
meetings 19, trips made 55, collections taken up $235.91, traveling 
expenses $185.75, sent to synodical treasurer $50.16.

Schuyler-Pleasant Valley, Nebr. St. John's in Schuyler and St. 
Matthew's in Pleasant Valley have united into one parish to call a 
pastor together, beginning with July. A call was tendered to Can- 
didate G. Herber. The Board of American Missions has released 
him for this work. 


Winside, Nebr. This former mission has decided to become self 
supporting. Trinity Congregation has called Candidate W. Most to 
take over this work in June. $1,200.00 was pledged for the zalary. 
Further, the matter of buying or building a parsonage as soon as 
possible was taken into consideration. 


Rocky Ford-La Junta, Colo. Word came from Dr. Bahr, our 
mission pastor of this parish that St. Paul's, La Junta, had become 
self-zupporting. The congregation has of their own accord added 
$200.00 to their share of salary, so that the mission board will be 
relieved of support given to La Junta to the amount of $200.00. 


The mission in Rocky Ford needs further support. This con- 
gregation put new pews in their church last year. 


Pilger-Howells, Nebr. St. Peter's in Pilger raised the salary 


in January $100.00, so that the support for this year could be de- 
ereased. Mission Pastor M. A. Jensen took over this newly- united 


parish in August, 1929. 


Creston, Nebr. St. Peter's, supported since 1827, reduced the 
amount of support by the board by $200.00. As Mission Pastor Chr. 
Rautenstrauss reports, the congregation has contributed this year, 
including the seminary fund, $736.00 in benevolence. 


Stillwater-Perry, Okla. After six years of service, Pastor K. 
Vordemann resigned his office in this mission parish to accept a 
call to the congregation near Diller, Nebr. Mission Pastor J. O0. 
Krueger was called as successor and began his work in this parish 
on December 10th. Frieden's Congregation made improvements, in- 
cluding bathroom, to the parsonage in Stillwater. 

Linn, Kans. On May 1, Pastor E. V. Nussbaum resigned as 
pastor of this mission to accept a call-to Doniphan, Nebr. St. Paul's 
Congregation at Linn has as yet taken no steps to call a pastor. 
It is possible that the congregation at Greenleaf, also vacant, may 
unite with Linn in calling one pastor.

It was also a year of great opportunities for service in the cause of 
divine mercy. 

The total number of guests at the home was 170, viz: 98 chil 


dren and 72 aged people. Five of the old people died. At present 
we have 72 children and 65 aged and helpless people. 


A fire-proof building for the helpless people, who are tied to the 
wheel chair or bedridden, is becoming an ever greater necessity. 


There is a universal financial depression. Tabitha, however, was 
granted protection from want. We owe thanks to the Lord who 
gave us our daily bread in due season. 


The general treasury reports an income of $40,935.07. For the 
building fund we received $8,952.41. Total income $49,887.48. We 
had expenses to the amount of $40,600.93. 


Synod contributed $3,622.68 to the general treasury inclusive of 
gifts for meals until May 20th, 1931, and for the building fund 
$691.59. 


All gifts have been gratefully received. Tabitha, however, asks

EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DI- 
RECTORS OF MARTIN LUTHER SEMINARY, 
JUNE, 1931. 


*Eben Ezer: Hitherto hath the Lord helped us,” thus we praise 
God, whose providence and guidance we have richly experienced 
throughout the last scholastic year. The seminary opened this 
year with 17 students. Besides these there were 3 Breklum-Kropp 
candidates sent to us by the Board of Education. 


The scholastic year was closed with the usual services and ex- 
ercises. The baccalaureate service took place in St. John's Lutheran 
Church on May 31st. It was a solemn occasion. The church was 
crowded with people. The Rev. G. K. Wiencke preached the sermon 
on II Timothy 2:8-12. He urged the four candidates—Wm. Most, 
K. Goldenstein, G. Herber and Wm. Luther—to emulate Paul, the 
Apostle, in making Christ their thought, in working for Christ, and 
in self-dedication to the cause of Christ. 

Examinations were held on Monday, beginning at 8 o'clock A. M. 
In the forenoon, the four candidates for the ministry were ex- 
amined, who as a result of their examinations were recommended by 
the examining committee to Synod for ordination. In the afternoon 
the examination of the other students took place. The examinations 
were proof of the satisfactory work done at Martin Luther Seminary. 


Commencement exercises took place on Tuesday morning in the 
chapel of the seminary.

Sincere words 
were spoken to us, words well to be borne in mind as guiding prin- 
ciples in our work. 


On Tuesday afternoon the Martin Luther Seminary Guild con- 
vened in the seminary chapel. Of 560 members, 75 delegates were 
present. Their great interest in our work is promise of greater 
efforts which the Guild will make in the furthering of their work. 
As their chief task they regard the equipment of the seminary build- 
ing to make it a true home for students. Repair work and furnish- 
ings were already paid by the Guild, and yet there are in its treasury 
$400.00 ready for use, The Guild's beginning was an astonishing 
success. We pray that God grant its members the spirit of perse- 
verance in this cause, a blessing to the seminary and a great help in 
the growth of His kingdom. 


This meeting was followed by a banquet given by the alumni 
of the seminary at Lindell Hotel in honor of the Guild. More than 
200 people were present to show their interest in the cause. To 
Summarize: the closing exercises of the scholastic year of the sem- 
inary were well conducted, well attended, and an expression of the 
spirit of co-operation existing among the members of the seminary. 

*Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” With these words we 
submit also the report on the financial condition of the seminary. We 
received $11,614.16. We expended $11,313.57. There remains as 
balance the sum of $301.03, The Board of Education contributed 
$1,500.00. The Board of American Missions supported students to 
the amount of $2,100.00. The support of students by the Board of 
American Missions is now discontinued. However, the Committee on 
German Interests seeks to uphold our cause and has already asked 
of the German Congregations of the U. L. C. A. a Pentecost offering 
for the seminary. We are not yet informed of what portion of the 


Christian Extension Fund is due to Martin Luther Seminary. Our 
treasurer received recently $1,000.00, We sincerely thank the 
brethren, our congregations and every one for gifts sent to the 
Seminary. 

Brethren, prayers of gratitude we owe the Lord. Hithertoo hath 
the Lord helped us. We rest assured that He will always uphold us. 
And what a great privilege to be called to do the Lord's work! 


We are sorry to state that increasin toral duties com 
the Rev. M. Koolen, D. D., to resign as 1 — of the _—_— 
Luther Seminary. We greatly appreciated his co-operation and, of 
course, we are desirous always of his good-will. 

Additions were made this year to our incorporation records. We 
_ issue annuity bonds, grant academic degrees and degrees of 

onor. 

We were honored by a number of distinguished visitors. Among 
them were: Professor Linn, Theological Seminary, Tokio, Japan Pro- 
fessor Scholz, German Representative of the Theological Seminary, 
Tsingtao, China; Dr. Mary Markley, Secretary, Board of Education; 
Dr. Wickey, Executive Secretary, Board of Education; Dr. Fries, 
Executive Secretary, Board of Inner Missions; Dr. Baltzly of Omaha, 
Nebr., who delivered several lectures to our students.

All theories that this book is 
of mythical origin are inventions of the spirit of John 
writes his book as one having authority”, no other plan and 
completed it. And thus we say:—this Gospel stands today, ready 
to face modern sceptieism, unshaken by fierce attacks, the joy and 
very jewel of apostolic literature for all those, who truly believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, and believing this, have 
Life in His Name. 


B. The 4th Gospel is quoted by heretics and Christian philoso- 
phers, by apostolic Fathers and early Apologists, by pseudo epi- 
graphic writers and historians in one stream from the close of 
first century to the close of the second. 


C. The unity of the character of the 4th Gospel is 80 plain, 
that the hypothesis of the working over by a later hand of an 
original record by John (Weisse) or the filling out of such a record 
by interpolations (Schweitzer) may be passed over as worthless. 

D. The writings preserved by the Church by the name of John: 
the 4th Gospel, the three Epistles and the Apocalypse, with all their 
diversity, have so many peculiar traits, that we must ascribe them 
to the same author. 

E. The purpose of the Gospel is clearly stated in John 20:31. 

F. The personality of the Johannine Christ is none other, than 
that of the synoptics. In spite of so called discordances, which 
higher criticism has found between the narratives of the synoptics 
and the 4th, Gospel, we see no reason, why the former could not be 
harmonized with the latter. The inspired Word of God cannot 
contradict itself. 2nd Timothy 3:14-1T.

The Committee on Sunday School work reports. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


The assigned objective of this Committee is to carry out the 
recommendations of the Parish and Church School Board of the 
United Lutheran Church in America as well as the resolutions of 
the Third Biennial Meeting of the United Lutheran Church in 
America (cf. Buffalo Minutes, 1922, pp. 292), approved by Synod 
at its Annual Meeting at Lincoln, Nebraska in the year 1924 (ef. 
Minutes 1924, pp. 18). 

Keeping this objective in view, your Committee succeeded in 
organizing two more Sunday School Associations aside of the 
first one from the year 1924; namely, First Organization of the 
Southern Conference of the German Nebraska Synod”, with Hastings, 
Nebraska as center; and, Lincoln District of the Sunday School 
Association of the German Nebraska Synod”. A fourth organization 
is planned, with Russell, Kansas, as center. 

According to a report of General Secretary 8. White Rhyne 
of the Parish and Church School Board, sixty-five Sunday Schools 
from sixty-five of our congregations order Sunday School literature 
from our Publishing House. These orders, however, do not cover 
all needs inasmuch as only 48% use either the Augsburg Lessons 
or the Christian Life Course“. 


Your Committee is in touch with twenty-four of the sixty-five 
Sunday Schools of Synod by means of the mentioned three Sunday 
School Institutes. These Sunday Schools are distributed as follows: 
Northern District, 13; Hastings District, 3; Lincoln District, 8. 


The Northern District met for its eighth meeting on July 28, 
29, 1933, at Hooper, Nebraska, A. S. Pannbacker, Pastor. Thirteen 
Sunday Schools with fifty delegates were represented. The officers 
elected were: Pastor A. S. Pannbacker, President; Student of Tho- 
ology Henry T. Monnich, Hooper, Nebr., Vice-President; Miss 
Swantje, 2203 Seventeenth St., Columbus, Nebraska, Secretary; Miss 
Helen Koch, Bloomfield, Nebraska, Treasurer.
